transaction fulfillment center controlling dfelivery of said computer readable medium utilized by 
said recipient consumer to complete said/secure money transfer. 



2- (Original) A computer system as raited in claim 1, wherein said transaction control centjer 
includes a telemarketing operation c/pable of receiving a secure money transfer telephone order 
from said sender consumer. 

3. (Original) A computer system/as recited in claim 1, wherein said transaction control centjer 
includes an Automated Teller l^Hachine ( ATM) machine capahle of processing a secure money 
transfer order.

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from said sender comsumer,

infonnation to said tlansaccion control ceiiiter that said delivery address of the recipient 
consumer is the addrlss of one of a network of third party commercial vendors who will hold the 
configured computerlreadable medium for the recipient consumer for pick up.
